the troliey first, and passed downward

fling every part of the motor ma- 
chinery with an overdose of electricity. 
The motorbox was ripped to pieces by 
what amcunted to an eXplosion. Motor- 
man Bernard Clarkin was knocked down 
and rendered almost unconscious. The 
car, which was going at full speed, 
on nearly two blocks without control be- 
fore Clarkin could pick himself together 
and shut off the power. 

The moment the bolt struck the car 
passengers were thrown into a 
panic. The sheets of blue flames that 

‘all at once seemed to envelop the car 
didn’t allay their fears. The few men on

ROCKEFELLER’S LIMITATIONS, 


Bishop Fallows of Chicago Criticises 
Standard Oil Head.

CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—Preaching to-day 
before the (¢ ‘hautauqua at Princeton, IIl., 
on ‘‘ Judge not,’’ Bishop Samuel Fallows 
of Chicago referred to the opportunity of 
J. D. Rockefeller to win the respect of the 
American people. He said: 

‘“‘I believe him to be mentally defective 
and color blind in his make-up. He is a 
religious man. He is a member in good 
standing in the Baptist Church. But he 
has put religion in one compartment of his 
being and business in another. He has 


seen no moral connection between them. 
“St. Paul's eyes were opened to the 


fearful mistake he had been ignorantly 
making. From being a red-handed mur- 
derer by law, he went to the front rank 
as a benefactor of mankind. But he 
confessed his guilt incurred through ig- 
norance. Let Mr. Rockefeller do the 
same. 

**Let him boldly and at once say, ‘ The 
things I have done were wrong.’ Let him 
use his immense wealth at the same time 
in undoing that wrong as fer as possible 
and in blessing his fellow-men. Fully 
forgiven both by God and man, he will 
rise at once to be the St. John of the 
twentieth century. No other man now 
living has such an opportunity.”

ENGLAND’S GUESTS DEPART. 


French Sailors Embark and WIII Sall 
for Home To-day. 


PORTSMOUTH, England, Aug. 13.—The 
last day ashore of the French naval 
visitors was marked by scenes of en- 
thusiasm unprecedented during a week 
which the English simply smothered 
their guests, from able seamen to Ad- 
miral, with attentions.

The fact that the Korean question 
should be the first to be discussed in the | 
peace conference is strangely fitting, | 
as it was over Korea that the long 
struggle between Russia and Japan, 
which culminated in the present war, 
began. 

On” Tuesday and Wednesday the 
first of the most important points will 
be under discussion. It cannot be 
learned what this point is, but it is be- 
lieved to be one of the four conditions 
to which Russia positively refuses as- 
sent. 

These four conditions are the indem- 
nity, the cession of Sakhalin, the limi- 
tation of naval power, and the surren- 
der of the interned ships. To all of 
these Russia objects on the ground 
that they touch her honor and dignity, 
and over them will come the tug of 
war. 


Expected Japanese Concessions. 


After due discussion and if Russia is 
inexorable, it is expected that Japan 
will recede on the questions of naval | 
limitation and the interned ships. This 
will leave only the indemnity and Sak- 
halin questions, and on the action of 
the conference on these two will depend 


the question whether peace is to come 
now or the war is to be continued. 
The Russians maintain that they will 
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never yield on any of these four points, 
which they expect to become practi- 
cally only two points. They say that 
they are anxious for peace, but that 
peace must come from Japan. In oth- 
er words, they seek to place on Japan 
the responsibility for a continuance of 
the war in case she refuses to recede 
from those of her demands which touch 
the honor of Russia. 

The Japanese stoutly protest that 
they have no intention of humiliating 
Russia, but they cannot admit that the 
cession of Sakhalin, for instance, in- 
volves any injury to Russia’s honor, for 
the reason that Sakhalin belongs by 
It cannot possibly be 
predicted whether or not the outcome 
of the conference will be peace or war, 
but the whole matter is believed to 
hinge on these two conditions. Both 
sides appear to be hopeful.

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Aug. 13.—In an- 
swer to the criticism of the accommoda- 
tions afforded to the foreign guests, the 
Hotel Wentworth management requests 
the publication of the following state- 
ment: 

“In regard to arrangements for the 
peace conference, the management of the 


hotel desires to say it has carried out 
to the slightest degree cvery arrangement 
made by the American Government. Spe- 
cial service has been arranged for in re- 
gard to giving the envoys good _ service 
and food, and, although the hotel is run 
on the American plan, an extra chef and 
assistants have been provided especially 
for these people, making an & la carte 
service up to midnight. 

“The Palm Room, which in the ordi- 
nary way has been closed at 11 o'clock, 
has been kept open as’ late as 2 o’clock 
in the morning. 

‘‘In regard to the Russians not receiv- 
ing accommodations asked for, very good 
rooms were reserved for these people, but 
they brought with them an extra number 
of people. .At the present time, although 
their rooms were not engaged beforehand, 
every important member of the Russian 
mission provided with a_ parlor, bed- 
room, and bath. As American managers 
of an American hotel, guests could not be 
turned out of their rooms at a moment’s 
notice, as is the custom in European ho- 
tels. These extra people have now been 
accommodated and given everything they 
required. 

“The management of the hotel also 
wish to state that they have-.interviewed 
the members of each mission, and they 
are at liberty to state that the members 
of both missions are perfectly satisfied 
with their accommodations and the treat- 
ment they have received from the hotel 
management and staff. Everything pos- 
sible is being done to please them, and 
their requirements to the smallest degree 
are met as fast as requsts are made.’

Miss Freer reached 
the boathouse just before 2:30 o‘clock in 
company with Thomas Newdirk of 2,229 
Eighth Avenue. Ridley and two compan- 
ions were out on the river in the launch 
and were seen approaching the boathouse, 
Miss Freer and Newdirk sat down at a 
small table in the centre of the room 
to wait. With them in the place were the 
owner's daughter, Lottie Marshall, who 
was busy serving an order in the little 
restaurant forming part of the boat- 
house; Miss Florence Cantwell of 514 
West One Hundred and “Fifty-second 
Street, and a party of three canoeists 
from Brooklyn, who had sought shelter 
from the storm. 

Andrew Marshall, the owner, was sit- 
ting on the stoop outside the house. 

Two bolts seemed to strike the building 
at the same time. One passed along the

Everybody inside was knocked uncon- 
scious upon the floor. Thus they re- 
mained so long that Ridley and _ his 
friends had time to reach the shore be- 
fore anybody recovered.

She was a leading 
member of the Girls’ Friendly Society of 
St. Andrew’s Church, at Fifth Avenue 
and One Hundred and Twenty-seventh 
Street, and was in charge of a picnic 
which was to have been given by that 
organization to-day. 


Girls’ High School Afire.

In all 
the parks trees were uprooted the 
wind, and many trees were struck in the 
more wooded sections. 

The rain washed tons of loose earth 
from the new Speedway extension down 
to the tracks along the river front of the 
New York Central Railroad at One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-eighth, One Hundred and 
Forty-seventh, and One Hundred and Fif- 
ty-fifth Streets, where the mud was piled 
several feet high. 

A wrecking car was sent out, and 100 
men were set to work clearing the tracks. 

The storm simply made a lake of the 
Boer War inclosure at Brighton Beach. 
The portrayal of the battle of Paarde- 
burg was about half over when the tor- 
rent came. In two minutes, 
there were several inches of water on 
the ground; it apparently poured from 
every side into the hollow where the 
mimic fight was going on. 

Many women began to leave, but they 
were called back in a moment. The 
Scotch bagpiper, just as if there was no 
rain, kept on playing while the Red 


{Cross corps carried him on the stretcher 


to the ambulance. The people had to 
laugh, and they kept their seats. 

The downpour softened the fresh ce- 
ment in the walls of a new apartment 
aouse which is being built at 4 Beekman 
Avenue, the Bronx, and at 3:30 o'clock 
a small section fell through an airshaft. 
The building is owned by Moses Arend- 
steixf, a contractor and builder of 260 
West One Hundred and Thirtieth Street. 
The section which fell was about ten feet 
square. 

Between 15,000 and 20,000 were in the 


Bronx Park when the storm broke, and |

The new Nubian lion Brutus, who 
had been playing with his mate Nellie 
peacefully enough, appeared to become 
mad with rage or terror when the thunder 
began. He attacked his mate, and his 
keeper had great difficulty in quieting 
him. 


PANIC ON BRIDGE CAR. 


Passengers on Williamsburg Struct- 
ure Dazed—Woman Shocked. 


Lightning struck the trolley pole of a 
local bridge car which had just emptied 
its passengers into the station at the Man- 
hattan terminal of the Williamsburg 


Bridge. The lightning leaped along the 
Nostrand 


slightly shocking fifty passengers, who 
were preparing to alight. None was hurt, 
but all were dazed by the slight shock 
and the vididness of the blaze of lightning. 

For fully five minutes the lightning 
played along the iron work of the bridge 
and the great crowd that had gathered 
at the entrance at the beginning of the 
storm was almost panic-stricken. Capt. 


Gardner had eighteen policemen on duty 
to guard against the Sunday rush, and 
the crowd was kept in order.

As 
he drew up alongside, the crew of the 
Moore, unmindful of the wind and 
put their rope ladders in position an 
scampered down to the water’s edge, 
where they rescued the women _memberg 
of the party. They then hauled the men 
on board, and, after making a hawser 
fast to the upturned yacht, returned ta 
Ellis Island. 

While the Moore was on the way to the 
rescue some one told Mr. Murray, As- 
sistant Commissioner of Immigration, the 
|mature of the steamer’s errand, and he 
| pramptly ordered the medical examination 
of about 500 immigrants stopped, and told 
the Marine Hospital surgeons to go out 
to the Moore's dock to assist the ship- 
wrecked party.

broke away from the tugs Millard, Fletch- 
er, and Star. 

The barges are topheavy, and the min- 
ute the hawsers snapped and they were 
free of the tugs they started to drift at 
rapid speed in the direction of Brie Basin, 
The tugs, of course, went immediately to 
the assistance of the runaway barges, 
Although the crews worked manfully, 
they were unable to get their hawse 
in position, and the pilots of the tugs 
decided to drift with the barges and wait 
until the storm was abated. 

When the wind and rain stopped the 
tugs quickly caught their tow, and fif« 
teen minutes later had the barges along~ 
side the wharf at Ellis Island. 

Two men, one supporting the other, 
were rescued in the bay off Bay Ridge 
yesterday afternoon by the tug Katy 
D. The rescued men—William Strange- 
ways of 185 West End Avenue and Frank 
Lieber of 135 West Sixtieth Street—were 
sailing a_thirty-foot sloop when the storm 
broke. Five minutes after the rain began 
to fall and the wind to increase in velocti- 
ty the boat had capsized. For ten or fife 
teen minutes the men swam about shout 
ing for help, and then Lieber gave out. 
Mr. Strangeways went to his assistance, 
and kept him above water with one hand 
while he swam with the other. 

The Katy D. happened to pass near the 
| scene of the accident, and the pilot, sight- 
jing the struggling men, went to their res- 
cue. Mr, Lieber was unconscious when 
hauled on board the tug, and Mr. Strange- 
Ways was nearly gone as a result of hig 
heroic efforts to keep his friend afloat, 
A big yellow dog that had been on the 
sloop was aiso rescued by the tug. 
_Abraham and Benjamin Schwartz of 37 
Chester Street, and Samuel Richelson of 
| 108 Liberty Avenue, Brooklyn, were in a 
| small boat about a half mile off the foot 
of Ocean Parkway when the storm struck, 
The rain fell in such torrents that the 
boat cowd-not be seen from the shore, 
and for a while it was feared that it had 
gone down. 

The men managed to keep it straight 
unt the two Schwartz brothers, who are 
g00d swimmers, had a chance to throw 
off their clothing. When the boat finally 
was upset they took Richelson between 
them and carried him ashore. All three 
appeared shortly afterward at the Coney 
Island Police Station and told of. their 
mishap. They had lost nearly all their 
clothing and had to borrow clothes from 
the policemen to get home.

Refuse to Recognize Strikers’ Union— 


Amid great excitement on the east side 
and expectation by the police that trou- 


ble would follow, the boss bakers started 


baking at several places at midnight last 
night with such assistance as they could 
procure. This decision was the result 
of a stormy meeting at 232 Broome 
Street, which lasted from 8 o'clock in 
the afternoon until late in the evening. 


The bosses resolved not to recognize the 


demand of the striking bakers for rec- 
ognition of the union. As this was the 
main demand of the strikers, this means | 
that the strike continues. 

The police said at 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing that forty bakeries were open under 
a guard of twenty-five policemen. Up 
to that hour there had been no trouble at 
any of the open shops. 

Every boss baker appeared to be angry 
|} when the meeting was over. There had 
been a fierce wrangle over the ques- 
tion of peace with the union, but those 
in favor of standing out talked the

They will lay their case | 
before-the nations when they get ready, 
and not before. Obviously this is the |

Japanese are, so far as the contest ‘has | 
gone, victorious. They are clearly enti- | 
tle. to behave as such as long as their | 
own judgement approves. 

It is not to be Cenied, however, that | 
there are some risks and inconveniences 
involved in this policy. Entire self-re- 
liance muy be carried too far, and the}! 
seal of secrecy may be removed too 
late. Japan is not really independent of 
the public opinion of the world. The 
rank among the nations she has so gal- 
lantly wen will be sustained more read- 
fly and with greater dignity and ad- 
vantage if she is generally thought to 
be fair and generous, not selfish and | 
ambitious, in her dealings with Russia. 
If it be possible for her to come to an! 
arrangement which will assure her es- 
sential rights and make peace desirable | 
permanently for both nations, the gain! 
for her would be immense. Her rela- | 
tions to the nations would be far more 
pleasant and easy 
tions and her future development would 
be far more secure and extended. If | 
such a peace can be made as will make 
her trusted rather than distrusted, her 
character as as her power ad- 
mired, and her friendship desired and 
sought by. all reasonable rulers and 
statesmen, the profit to her would be 
incalculable. And this in the long run 
depends on enlightened public opinion— 
that is, upon public opinion with rea} 
and adequate means of information. 
That does not mean. detailed reports of 
the conference as it goes on, but it does!

TUNNEL ENGINEER’S BRAVERY. 


Dives Into a Flooded Ditch and Turns 
on a Valve. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ORANGE, Aug. 13.—With the comple- 
tion of the great Cedar Grove reservoir 
a tale of heroism of the homely kind 
has come to light. It is of a man who 
risked death without hope of pay or 
even the fame which a passing news- 
paper account of his act would give him. 
George B. Freye simply did the deed be- 
cause he wanted to see the work progress 
successfully, and thé occurrence was 
looked upon as more or less common- 
place by Freye and those who were with 
him. 

Freye was an engineer employed with 
the gang which tunneled the Orange 
Mountain in the course of the work. He 
jhad nothing to do with the reservoir 
work or the construction of the dams, 
but pending the arrangements for the 
| construction of the North River tunnel 
was temporarily in charge of the Or- 
| ange Mountain tunnel. One day a sud- 
|den cloudburst filled up the great coro- 
| wall trench for the west dam with wa-/; 
ter, and he volunteered to perform a 
; task which carried with it the risk of 
| his life. 

The trench was shored up and crossed 
by numerous braces, and was filled to 
the brim with muddy water. The only 
;available pump was five feet below the 
surface of the water, and the steam valve 
| was closed before the big ditch was 
flooded. Freye knew the location of 
the pump merely by observation, and 
he volunteered to dive to it and turn on 
‘he steam valve. 

It was not in the line of his duty, 
but he said he did not like to see the 
work drag, so he stripped and plunged 
head foremost between the braces and 
went down to the pump. Then he groped 
for the valve wheel and, turning it, 
threw the valve wide open. A _ throb- 
| bing in his ears told him that the pump 
was working. The work was done under 
the severest stress, and those standing 
on the border of the trench never ex- 
ected to see the engineer come up alive. 

e was under water about a minute and 
one-half, but it seemed about a _ half 
hour to the onlookers. Just as all hands 
|were getting discouraged Freye popped 
| UP through the mud and water and was 
dragged out and resuscitated. There was 
about one chance in a thousand that 
Freye would hit the right spot on his 
first dive, but he accomplished this and 


saved great damage to property and de- 
lay to the work.

ONLY REPUBLICANS APPLY. 


Spoils System Idea Rules South, Civil 
Service Investigator Says. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Commissioner 

Greene of the Civil Service Commission 
reports on a recent investigation of In- 
ternal Revenue Service in North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, and Kentucky, that those 
who are not Republicans refuse almost 
without exception to take the examina- 
tions in those States. This is due, he 
thinks, to a general conviction there that 
| the Federal offices belong to the domi- 
nant political party. In the Danville, Ky., 
| district, out of 178 persons who have 
taken the examinations since the inau- 
| guration of McKinley in 1897 only two 
were Democrats. Commenting on the fact, 
Mr. Greene said: 

“In other sections of the country a 
| different state of things prevails. Thus, 
lin Philadelphia it was found that more 
than one-third of those who passed the 
examirations in the Post Office for a 
given year were not Republicans. Under 


the ruling made by President Roosevelt 


in that case and in the language of the 
civil service rules discrimination Genoa 
those who have passed is prohibited, an 
in practice systematic discrimination is 
imposaible. 

“Without a general participation by 
the public of all classes and parties in 
the competitive examinations the intent 
of the law as to the non-partisan char- 
acter of appointments cannot be carried 
out. If there is general participation in 
peentecky. Tennessee, and North Caro- 
lina, as in other States, the Civil Service 
Commission will undertake to see that 
appointments are made in the classified 
service without regard to politics.” 


STILL ANGRY AT JEROME. 


His Remarks About Pallas Further

WANT NATIONAL COURSE 


Harlem Kiver Oarsmen Will Sup- 
port Pelham Bay Project. 


MEETING TO BE CALLED 


President Piikington Will Shortly In- 
vite Interested Organizations to Dis- 


cuss Means of Securing Funds. 
x 


The action of the Executive Committee 
of the National Association of Amateur 
Oarsmen in appointing President James 
Pilkington, Judge Tighe, and Henry Gar- 
field to inspect the proposed international 
rowing course at Pelham Bay has given 
the project a great impetus, and local 
oarsmen now feel assured that success 
wil] attend their efforts to give New 
York the greatest regatta waterway in 
the world, The need of a permanent Na- 
tional course was emphasized at Balti- 
more last week, where the conditiuns 
caused general dissatisfaction and discon- 
tent. Another big point in favor of the 
new course was the adoption of the 
amendment to the regatta rules, which 
leaves all races at one and a half miles 
straightaway or with a turn, at the dis- 
cretion of the Executive Committee. 

The action of President Pilkington is 
eagerly awaited, and when he issues the 
call for the first meeting he will find 
the clubs in the metropolitan district a. 
unit. The general feeling is that the 
project should be pushed through at once 
and next year’s National regatta brought 
to thig city. President Pilkington has re- 
ceived many letters urging him to secure 
permission to build the course. A meet- 
ing will shortly be called, when all those 
interested will be invited to attend. In 
addition to the committees from the local 


rowing clubs, the National Association of 


Amateur Oarsmen, taxpayers’ associa- 
tions, railroad officials, and various ath- 
letic organizations will send representa- 
tives, 

Before the meeting is held an accurate 


estimate of the cost of the construction of 


the course will be obtained. President 
Pilkington’s rough estimate is $160,000, 
and he believes that this amount would 
be ample for all requirements. This in- 
cludes dredging, construction of the dike 


and lock, and the transportation of the 


boat clubhouses now on the Harlem Riv- 


or. Alderman Davies, who is a member 
of the Atalanta Boat Club, said yesterday 


that he . not think there would be the 
Slightest difficulty in securing the appro- 
priation, more especially in view of the 
fact that the proposed course was not in- 
tended for the exclusive use of oarsmen, 


but to be thrown open to the general pub- 
lic at all times. 

It is estimated that in two 7 
twenty-five to thirty clubs will erect sub- 
stantial buildings at Pelham Bay if the 
eee succeeds. Committees from the 

assau, Atalanta, Union, Bohemian, 
Friendship, Wyanoke, Harlem, Nonpareil, 


Lone Star, and Dauntless Clubs have been 
appointed to confer with Mr. Pilkington, 
and every other club in the metropolitan 
district has indorsed the proposition. The 
Long Island and New York Bay Regatta 
Associations are on record as approving 
the course, and will hold their annual re- 
gattas at Pelham Bay in the event of the 
course being built. 

In discussing the proposed new course 
yesterday Mr. Pilkington said: “I was 


very much flattered and surprised at the 
interest shown in the Pelham Bay re- 


gatta course at Baltimore last week. Our 
gain means a loss to other cities. New 

ork is thé logical headquarters of row- 
ing in the United States, and the estab- 
lishment of a permanent course here will 
go far to establish this fact. I am 
impressed more than ever with the ne- 
cessity of immediate action and there 
will be no further delay. Fully 70 per 
cent, of the oarsmen at Baltimore un- 
hesitatingly pronounced in favor of Pel- 
ham Bay, and when you consider that 
it means the probable depriving them of 
the big annual event it speaks volumes 
for the interest taken in the sport for 
the sport's sake. 

“The Harlem River is no longer suit- 
ed for even club regattas, and we should 
not wait until some serious accident on 
the river forces this fact on the - local 
oarsmen. The National Association is in 
hearty accord with us, as was shown by 
their action in appointing a committee 
to investigate the course. There is little 
doubt in my mind that they will unani- 
mously recommend it if we secure the 
funds to build it. I shall at once com- 
municate with the local clubs and others 
interested with a view to calling a gen- 
eral meeting to formulate plans and draw 
up a petition to the Park Commissioners 
to approve thé course.’’ 


DR. R. F. SAMPLE DEAD. 


He Was Pastor of the Westminster 
Presbyterian Church Fifteen Years. 


The Rev. Dr. Robert Fleming Sample, 
pastor emeritus of the Westminster Pres- 
byterian Church since 1902, died at his 
home on Saturday. As Moderator of the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in this country he had a large 
share in settling many prominent. dis- 
putes, the McGiffert and Warzawiak 
cases being among them. 

He was born in Corning, N. Y., on Oct. 
19, 1829, and was educated at Jefferson 
College and the Western Theological Sem- 
inary. His ordination and marriage to 
Nannie M. Bracken took place in 1853. 

His first pastorate was at Mercer, Penn. 
After that he served churches at Bed- 
ford, Penn., and Minneapolis. His pas- 
torate of the Westminster Presbyterian 


Church in Minneapolis extended over 
eighteen years. His work in Minneapolis 
was very successful. A congregation of 
100 was soon enlarged to one of more 
than a thousand, and four colony 
churches had to be established. 

His pastorate of the Westminster 
Church in this city was assumed in 1887.
